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BRIEF OUTLINE OF PLOT: (Information in brackets NOT FOR PUBLICATION) 


On display in a museum is a Nestene energy unit, souvenir of the 
Doctor's previous encounters with these mysterious alien invaders 
with a strange affinity for plastic, The unit is stolen by a 
nysterious intruder who takes it to a Radio Research Centre and 
energises it by a beam of energy from outer space, 


Doctor Who, the Brigadier and Jo Grant, a new mewber of the Unit 
staff, go to the Radio Research Centre to investigate. MThen the 
Doctor encounters a Time Lord, one of his own people, who warns him 
that an old enemy,a villianous Time Lord known simply as the 
Master, is present on Earth. 


Almost immediately, there follow a series of attempts upon the lives 
of the Doctor and his Unit friends. Soon the Doctor realises that 
the Master is working in alliance with the Nestenes who plan a 

new attempt at the conquest of Barth,
